They stood before morbld sensation-seek-
ers and told of those sacred last moments
when thelr loved one's wvolce for the last
time was raised In mong.

“The Plains of Peace” she had sung, with
Miss Sheldon at the plano. Father and
daughter wept as they toid of this, and in
the courtroom there were many who wept
with them,

The detendant suffered, as a strong man
may suffer.

FATHER AND SISTER
SWEAR TO BURGLAR STORY.

Both father and dnughter told of bur-
glars. Beatrice Insisted that she had seen
one of the burglurs shoot her siater, nnd
that after the shooting her brother rushed
past ber from his room in the rear. I
this s true, he could not have fired the
ehot,

Mr. Fosburg caused something of a sensn-
tion by indicating his Lellef that one of the
exhibits in the case was not genulne. He
sald that the hat, supposed to belong 10 one
of the burglars, plcked up in his home, 1
not the one offered In evidence.

Mr. Joyner, at the hour of adjournment
yesterday, had just described the scene on
the morning of the tragedy, when, he pald,
Robert L. Fosburg, who had been beaten by
burglars, had recovered consclousness and
rushed to a window and screamed “‘Mur-
der!™ He resumed to-day by, telling why the
Fosburgs kept firearms in the houee,

Mr. Joyner sald: ““We know, and the Gov-
ernment does not know, that It was the de-
fendant’s pistol which shot his sister.”

He continued, *The firm of R. L. Fosburg
& Co, had many men In its employ, the
pay roll amounting to some $5.000 weekly,
The men were nonenglish speaklnt‘,‘ lmli
were paid in money at the office of the com-
pany. Mr. Foshurg, Sr., would take m;my
from the bank to the office in an t-I;ctrir.-
car. The men knew this and becnuse of the
risk the Chief of Polliee had once remarked
that If pny men necded & plstol they (the
Fosburgs) did. For this reason the defend-
ant got one,

“Mr. Fosburg, the defendnnt, and his wite
occupled the Kitchen bedroom, but they dis-
covered a disagreeable odor In the sink and
moved to another room, leaving B0mMe wear-
ing appurel and a pistol in the bureau,

“Roblery and revenge might haye been
motlves of the burglars,” Mr. Joyner de-
clared. “They were vouag, active, slight
men, else they could not have gOt out
of the house through the opening left by
the sereen,

“The defense,” he sald, “Intended to show
that the solled clothing, plllow cases, etc.,
were thrown by the family Into the bas-
ket In the carrlaze-house,

THEORY OF THE DEFENSE
SHARPLY OUTLINED. ‘

“The theory of the defense is that the
crime wuas not the performance of skilled
burglurs, that the stockings which were
worn and cut were drawn on over shoes to
muffle tke sound of steps; that the tracks
seen were made by the men when they
Ieft the house, and that they intended to
stenl anything they could lay hands on,

“Men were seen running down Benedict
street after the tragedy,” he sald, "and it
is the theory of the defense that they
doubled on their trail and, when the posse
came along, jolned In the pursuit, thus di-
verting susplelon from themselves.

“The furniture in the house was chcap
and enslly broken, and It was broken,” he

answered, “in the struggle In the back
room. There was only a narrow space be-
tween the bed and the bureau, and the de-
fense claims that the bureau was twisted
around during the fray."

l WITNESS DESCRIBES

DISORDER AT THE HOUSE.

Fred W. Lund, paymaster for the Fog-
burge, who boards at the Shepardson house,
which Is 250 feet from the Fosburg home,
testified that on the night of the shooting
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he was awakened by Mr. Bhepardson, who
told him there was troubls at the Foshurg
home. Witneas ran there, and saw Robert

L. Fosburg, from whom he learned that
May Fosburg was injured.

Witness went to his office to call a doe-
tor. There he found Fosburg trylng to get
the physician.

He told of seeing the body of MaysFos-
burg upon his return to the house. While
upstairs he noticed that the end of the
dresser was pulled out from the wall about
one foot. This was the first time In the
trial that evidence was Introduced to show
that the buresu was pulled away from the
wall.

Golng to the céllar he found (le electric
light turned on at the switch near the
‘dlning-room «!idow. He found Imprints
four feet from the balcony and footprints
in the dlrt on the left side of the road,

The witnesa described the search that he
made with the State officers. Mr. Lund sald
that he saw the defendant’s plstol at the
office on pay day. He never saw the elder
‘Mr. Fosburg with a pistol. He was shown
the shoe which had been found around the
Fosburg houwre, and he sald he never saw
the ‘defendant or the defendant's father
wearing It, or one like It.

FATHER OF DEFENDANT
TELLS OF THE SHOOTING.

Robert T. Fosburg, the father of the de-
fendant, was called. He began by describ-
ing the movements of his family from the
tima they came to Pittsfield till the day of
the shooting. The defendant and his wife
came to live with the witness about July 1.
He sald he employed about 210 men in his
business as a contractor. They were mostly
'‘Italians, and came from New York. Mr.
Fosburg described the day previous to the
tragedy.

Mrs. R, L. Fosburg had relurned Satur-
day from St. Louls, where she had bean for
tlx weeks on account of the lllness of her
father. He spoke of Mis=a Bheldon on a visit
to his house, having been there for two or
thres weekna.

Mr. Fosburg then told of the shooting.
He sald he was awakened by his wife; that
he asked her what the trouble was. He
saw what appeared to be a light moving In
the hallway. He ralsed himselt upon his
elhow and saw two men walking In the
room toward his bed, one of them holding »
revolver in his left hand and pointing it
toward the face of the witnesa.

Mr. Fosburg sprang up, shouting, and got
his feet upon the floor. He struck the man
on the muscle of the arm and knocked the
revolver outl of his grasp. Then he himself
was struck with a sandbag, and he recalls
nothing further till he got up and went to
the kitchen, when he saw =ome one standing
by the bedroom, looking oul.

BURGLARS WORE PILLOW
CASES FOR MASKS,

He thought that he went to the window a
second time, and then to the firat floor,
where he saw Lund and Shepardson coming,
Then he went upstairs. He did not know
that he was hurt until attention was called
to his left eye, which was entirely closed,
and the slde of his face, which was black.
He dld not say anything to the family about
his wounds.

“On the subject of what had been done to
detecL the burglars, Mr. Forburg spoke of
employlng four detectives, He offered a re-
waurd of $LE00 for the arrest of the men, and
that offer still holds

At thls point the court took & reccsas,
After recers Mr. Joyner contlnued his
cross-examination of Mr., Fosburg. He
asked the witness If he could describe the
man who came into his room, und Mr. Fos-
burg sald that they wore pillow cases oves
their heads for musks, and that one of the
men was taller than the other.

At this point District Attorney Hammon
began his cross-examination of the witneas
In response to a question, Mr. Fosburg suld
that the plllow cases were pulled down
over the heads of the burgiars, with the
corners sticking up, and that they extend-
ed over the breasts of the men.

The next thing he remembers 1s that he
heard Beatrice cry: *Oh, mamma. look at
May; she is hurt."” He then went back and
saw his daughter on the floor, her mother
by her side, and James leaning over fer
head. Robert, the defendant, cume into ihe
room and fell down. Beatrice brought soms
water, and the witness threw it Into his
son's face.

APPOINTMENT OF A WOMEN’S AUXILIARY BOARD CONSIDERED.

Beveral applicants for the position of DI~
rector General of the Loulslana Purchhts
Exposition were disposed of by the Com-
mittee on Organization at its meeting yes-
terday afternoon.

“Beveral applications for the place have
been recelved from time to time.”" remarked
& mamber of the committes after the meet-
ing. “Some of themn were of & nature to
evoke mirth rather than serlous conaidera-
tion. Beveral men, of whem none of the
committee had ever heard. boldly made
formal application for the !mportant place.
These applicants were formally voted out
of It." -

The committea rlso discussed avallable
men for the place. These were chiefly men
who had not appiled, and who, if selecfid,
would have to be pressed into the service.
All the members of the committes declined
to reveal the names of the men who had
beon discussed,
~ “We have reached no conclusion an to the
Director General,” sald Presidemt Francls
after the meetlng yesterday,

For & weelk members of the Organization
Committes have expressed a conviction
that the Director General would be ge-
lected by the Organization Committee In
time to be approved at the next meeting of
the Board of Directors, The next meeting
of the Board of Directors is a *‘speclal”
called for next Baturday morning. It is
rensoned from these facts that the Organ-
fzatlon Committee has reached a conclusion
which requires only the consent of the per-
#on selected to be final.

AVAILABLE TIMBER
FOR DIRECTOR GENERAL.

Since It became cerlaln that Willlam I
Buchanan would not have the place, and
that no big man with previous exposition
experience was avallable, a large number
of succesaful St. Loulsans have been sug-
gested for tne place. Among them were
1snac W. Morton, Robert 8. Brookings and
John Scullln. In each case the mention
wia followed promptly by a disclnimer, and
the vast business Interests which would
suffer through the preessing Into service of
these men prohibited urging.

The name of Howard Elliott was more
frequently and more persistently pushed
forward than any other. This was not
through his effort or at his wish,

The dutles of the Director General make
him the active agent betwéen the unsala-
rled workers and the salaried workers. He
carries out the will of the Executive Com-
mittee ans its executive. On the character
of the man selected for the place depends
in a large measure the character of his
dutles, Director General Buchanan Is the
entire Exposition. The director of works
and the heads of exhibit departments all
gct under his direction. No salaried em-
ploye, except the secretary, can reach the
Executlve Committes except through the
director general.

*The director general's desk Is a 'vast
clearing-houss over which all the busineas
of the Exposition must pass’ he said. in
discusring the dutles of the director gen-
ernl, recently.

EXPOSITION SHOULD NOT
BE A “ONE-MAN" SHOW.

Thi= all-grasping trait in Director General
Buchanan led 8t. Louls's Exposition au-
thoritles to doubt his entire avallabilitygin
an Exposition where the duties will be m
diffused than they were In Buffalo. It was
a principal reason Why he was not urged
powerfully to accept the director general-
ship in Bt. Louls. In St. Louls, for Insance,
the president is taking a more immediate,
energetic part In the work than was the
case at Buffalo. So also with the commit-
tees.

“We had a suspiclon that the first work
of Mr. Buchanan, If we brought him here,
would be to butt everybody else off the
track and to Insist on dolng all the work
himeelf with the ald of salaried employes
alone,” sald a director. “This would make
the St. Louls World's Falr a one-man show.
‘We do not want that'

Howard Elllott 1= still the person most
often named for the place, and it is be-
lieved he will be recommended if he can be
reached and his consent obtalned in time
for the meeting Saturday. He has been cut
of the city for several days, and i{s now at
Burlington, Ia., on rallroad business. Mr.
Elliott has consistently declined to discuss
his possible selection for the piace, with the
explanation that it had not been tendered
him..

CITY HOSPITAL STAFF PREPARES FOR ANOTHER HARD DAY.

Forty-three deaths directly traceable to
the intense heat and seventy-two nrostra-
tions were reported yesterday amd up to 1
o'clock this morning.

Al elamsss and conditions of soclety, and
nll sections of the clty, contributed their
share of the victims, slthough a moijerity
of the cages reported were of persons in the
middle and poorer wnlks of life, whom
necessity compelled to brave the rays of
the sun. The long and wearving slege of
heat had enfeebled and weaken>1 thelr
constitutions through sheer fralbllity to
eleep, rest or obtain proper nour'snment, £o
that when the recorid-breaking temperature
of yesterday vame these unforturatcs fell
ensy victims,

The pbysiciung xnd attendants st the City
Hospital and Dispensaries were overworked
as they have ot been in many a day, anl
several of them were forced to receive treat-
ment themselvea to avert thraatensd pros-
tratlon. The ambulances at 21! the branch
Dispensaries, re-enforced for the occasion,
were on the run continuounsly from § ¢ cleck
yesterday morning until this moring.

Toward midnight a cooling breese swept
through the city, bringing sliznt rellef 10
the unfortunates in the e ngested tene-
ment districts. The hospital yphysiclans,
however, look forward to another visization
to-day, and have made arrungements o
Increase the facllitles for handling the ad-
ditional cases which they confilently ex-
pect.
